The Habit of Neatness. 


Neatness about their own rooms is 


one of the habits that should be in- 
culcated early in both boys and girls.

When. Solomon ascended the throne 


of his father, he hastened to Gibeon, to 
bring a sacrifice to the Lord. God ap- 
peared to him in a dream by night and 
said. "Ask what 1 shall give thee." 
Solomon praised God, as It was only 
due to his grace that he was king over 
'«. powerful nation. 
Continuing, he 


wild: 
"Give therefore thy servant an 


understanding heart to judge thy peo- 
ple thttt I may discern between good 
and bad: for who Is able to judge this 
thy so great a people?" This pleased 
God. 
Solomon, like many others, might 


have wished Mr wealth, power, influ- 
ence, long life and other earthly things 


day. 
The reformation was a work 


wrought by faith. Oh. let me beseech 
you. 
pray for faith. Christ laid to him 


who was stricken with the palsy: "Go, 
take thy bed, thy faith hath helped 
thee." All things are possible if one 
has faith. Christ said, "If ye have- faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain4. Remove hence to 
yonder place, and it shall 
remove." 


Ah. beloved, pray for faith. Such will 
please our heavenly Fatfcer. 


Ch«*rfuln*«* in Suffering. 


Besides this, we can pray that we 


may be kept cheerful In suffering-. This 
mother brought 
her sons and said: 


"Grant that these my two sons may sit, 
the one on the right hand and the other 
on the left, In thy 
kingdom." 
But 


God'said therefore: /'Because thou j Jesus answered and said: 
"Ye know 


hast asked this thing'and hast asked 
for thyself understanding to discern 
judgment, behold, 1 have done accord- 
ing to thy word: lo, I have given thee 
a wise and understanding heart, so 
that there was none, like thee before 
thee, nelttier after thee shall, any arise 
like unto thee. And I have also given 
thee that which thou hast not asked, 
both riches and 
honor." 
God 
was 


pleased with Solomon and his prayer, 
but not so with the mother of Zebe- 
flee's children, who desired of Christ: 
"Grant that these my two sons may sit, 
the one 'on thy right hand the other on 
thy left, In thy kingdom." He answered 
her: 
"Ye. knnw not what ye. 
The Impossible Prayers. 


Many prayers are spoken, which God 


does not answer for just this reason. 
Our children ask things of us, which 
we must refuse for the same reason. 
If these were granted, they would do 
positive harm. We arc children in un- 
derstanding. and also ask for things 
harmful. 
We should be very careful 


when we pray for the things of this 
world. We should never fall to add: 
"Not my will, but thy will be done." 


It is different, however, when we ask 


for heavenly things. It is God'3 will 
that his kingdom may Increase, that 
all sinners may be saved, that his will 
may lie done by all. We can pray for 
increase of faith, lovt. and hope, as we 
know that this is God's will. We can 
pray for these without constraint, we 
can be sure that all such petitions are 


1 pleasing to God. We learn of our text 


that we can pray for faith. The wife 
of Zebedee was the mother of James 
and John. She was a woman who be- 
lieved in Christ and his kingdom. The 
oppressors o£ the Jews were still in full 
power. 
Herod the Wicked ruled in 


Galilee; Pilate, the detested, in Judea. 
The garrison was of Roman soldiers. 
Jesus had made no political effort tp 
erect his kingdom; still she believed 
he had the power- ;:nd 
ability 
and 


• would" establish it at no distant date. 


Even when Jesus was made adaptive, 
when he was abused 
in 
the 
most 


shameful manner, even when he suf- 
fered -death on the cross, her 
faith 


never wavered. 
She was one of the 


few faithful who were standing under 
the cross until he breathed his last. 


"0 Ye of Little Faith!'" 


not what ye ask. Are ye able to drink 
of the cup .that I shall drink of and to 
be baptized with the baptism that I 
am baptized with?" 
They say unto 


him, "We are able." 
Jesus refers in 


this figurative speech to his suffering 
and death. They express most cheer- 
fully their willingness to suffer for mid 
with him. Jesus saith unto then.: "Ye 
shall indeed drink of my cup and be 
baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with." And this cnme to pass; 
when after Pentecost they began to 
preach the Gospel in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, they were imprisoned and 
persecuted. 
James was the first to 


suffer death for his Master. John was 
the only apostle who died a natural 
death. 
Yet even be. in his old age, 


was compelled, to go into exile. 
Paul, 


the chosen vessel' of God, suffered 
much. Read the account of his suffer- 
ing In II. Corinthians 11, from 
the 


twenty-fourth verso on. It Is Impos- 
sible that any one suffered more than 
ho. Still there was no one who was 
more cheerful, more happy than he. 
Now, 
If Christ says to us: "Are ye 


able to drink of the cup that I drink, 
and to be baptized with the baptism 
that'I am baptized with?" let us answer 
with a cheerful heart, "Yes, we are.' 
If troubles ana trials do come, let us 
bear them 
cheerfully as 
promised. 


Like Job let us say: "What? Shall we 
receive good at the hand of God, and 
shall we not receive evil?" 


Tried as By Flrt. 


Now, 
why does God send us suffer- 


ing? To make us better. To make us 
perfect.. When silver is melted, It Is 
left on the flre until one can see hie 
image in the metal. Then it Is taken 
off. 
We arc created in the Image of 


God. 
Being brought In contact with 


the world, this image Is being effaced. 
Peter speaks in the first epistle of flery 
trials, i. e., trials which act like flre 
God therefore puts us in the melting 
vessel of fiery trials, arid leaves us 
over the flre until he can see his Im- 
age in us. When coins leave the mint 
they are shining. But, brought in con- 
tact with the wear of the world, they 
soon lose their lustre. 
We are 
to 


shine, yea, even as bright lights, but 
sometimes our lustre grows very dim. 
God therefore burnishes us with suffer- 
ing that we may shine with his light. 


Why? Because they were not humble. 
Jesus soon appeased 
them. 
Calling 


them to him he said, "Ye know that, the 
princes of the Gentiles exercise do- 
minion over them, «nd they 'that are 
great exercise authority upon them. 
But it shall not be so among you; but 
whosoever willbe great among you, let 
him be your servant: even as the Son 
of Man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, 'and to give his life a 
ransom for many." He was the Son of 
God., invested 
with all , power 
In 


heaven and on earth. He gave his dis- 
ciples an example of his humility. He 
took off his dress and girded himself 
with an apron, and began to wash their 
feet. This was work the slaves were 
left to do. He said: "Ye call me Mas- 
ter and Lord, and ye say well; for so I 
am. It I then, your Lord and Mas- 
ter, have washed your feet: ye also 
ought to wash one another's feet. For 
I have given you nn example [In hu- 
mility] that ye should do as I have 
done to you." We should Indeed have 
this spirit of humility. 
Christ says: 


'Who exalteth himself shall be abased, 
who humbleth himself shall be exalt- 
ed." 
At ' another time the disciples 


quarreled 
among 
themselves 
who 


should be first. 
Christ placed a child 


In their midst, and said: 
"Unless ye 


become as 'a little child [so bumble] 
ye shall not enter heaven."

God had delivered him from the whale, 
and he had gone to Nineveh on God's 
errand to 
proclaim judgment and 


mercy, the people of Nineveh did re- 
pent and covered themselves, and even 
their beasts, with sackcloth in token of 
repentance, and God did show mercy 
and did. not destroy their city. Then 
Jonah took to pouting. 
More than 


this, he was exceedingly angry, and 
went outside of the city, nnd made a 
booth of leaves for a Temporary dwell- 
ing place. But he could not get out of 
God's sight. 
God supplemented the 


leaves by making a luxuriant gourd 
vine tn grow in jv single night; but he 
also taught Jonah the foolishness of 
his retreat by creating a worm which 
killed the. vine, and It withered. And 
God tried to reason with Jonah hy say- 
ing that there were one hundred and 
twenty thousand children In Nineveh 
who did not knnw the left hand from 
the right—that Is, right from wrong— 
and that he had regarded their 
ig- 


norance and Innocence, together with 
the repentance of the older people. 


Jonah * Prototype. 


Jonah hns been called the Peter of 


the Old Testament. Let us hope that 
Jonah's disregard for Gentiles was as 
completely overcome as was that ol 
Peter, and that he afterward went into 
tho 
homes of 
the 
Ninevltes 
and 


preached to them, as Peter did in the 
home of Cornelius. 


Jonah bus also been called the Paul 


of the Old Testament. It was certain- 
ly hard for him "to kick against the 
pricks"—ns hard as for Paul. Let us 
hope that in the end he became a 
preacher in good faith to the NWevite 
Gentiles. We cannot doubt that the 
people of Nineveh were dear to "tlio 
heart of God even though they' were 
wicked.

A Mission Like Jonih'i. 


We can think of nothing to compare 


In modern missions with Jonah's er- 
rand to Xineveh but the description of 
a missionary journey recently made in 
China by Dr. Corbett and Rev. Charles 
Ernest Scott: 


"The leading man escorted us from 


:he village and after a two hour*" 
journey we stopped to preach in a 
large market town of three thousand 
families, which supplies all the sur- 
rounding little villages with general 
stores. 
Such 
centers are all mor* 


hardened to the truth than is the ca*» 
In the little villages, and everybody'^ 
object seems to be to drive a sharp 
bargain. On such a journey through 
the country one is struck by the vast- 
ness of the population. 
From 
any 


point In China, one sees many clumpi 
of trees on the horizon, each clump ». 
village, and the traveler Is ever thV 
center of a large circle of heathen vil- 
lagers, with only an occasional Chri«- 
tlan family. 
Many ot thesa inhabi- 


tants, adults as well as children, hav4 
never seen a foreigner. The fir«t Ira-1 
preeslon as one enters these village* 
Is that of desolation and squalor, nar« 
row streets, blank, dull mud wall*, do« 
barking and snarling, naked children 
running away in fear, ana wretched 
women. 
Passing 
through 
village* 


ghastly with cholera, big market town*, 
heavy with dirt and eordldneis, largj 
fields where whole villages were gath-j 
ered to rake every blade of dry graiif' 
.and stubble to meet the winter famine^ 
we came to a mountain hamlet, t», 
which, thirty-six years ago, Dr. Cor-j 
belt had made his way. Here we had 
an especially hearty welcome, almost 
the entire village now being Christian. 
We conducted a solemn little' servlea 
n this eagle's nest by torchlight, neaif 
the body of a dead elder for whom Hl» 
people mourned. The next morning I 
was wakened by the schoolboys hang- 
ng over my cot, in which, as usual, I 
slent In the courtyard. Curiosity wa» 
Imltless here as everywhere in China, 
and I was forced to give an open-air 
exhibition of a Christian toilet.

mission boys get • hold of -.my heart- 
strings; they are such a striking con* 
trast, with their clean-shaven heads, 
neatly braided 
queues, and. decent 


clothing, .to the heathen- children. Cer- 
tainly the hope of China is, in such as) 
these. That day we held five cominun-. 
ion services. The communion sets gen- 
erally consisted of a natlv.e rice bowl 
from, which to drink the wine, and «• 
plate or mat made of green, stalks on 
which were bits of coarse bread."

He tuok great pride in introducing "my 
father, mother, little brothers and two 
sisters" to General Lee. He had kind- 
ly turned into the gate rece'ss from the 
public road. At the introduction, Gen-

the' father said: 'General Lee, we have 
four hoys in the southern army, and 
another was killed In bat.tle. Had we 
five others they would all be defending 
their country. God bless you, General 
Lee!

' A Bit of History. 


And right here a bit of history will 


explain, and it may prove interesting-. 


The first settlers of this township, 


Springfield, were "William Sweet, Isaac 
Ball and Ezra May. They came to the 
township, in.1836. AH were prominent 
and well known characters, but it is 
only with Mr. May that this explana- 
tion has to do. 


He started the first grist mill in 


183T, 
owned the first blacksmith shop, 


and it was in his home that the first 
religious meeting in the township was 
held. He was the first Justice of the 
peace In the township, elected to the 
office. 


Another early settler in ^he town- 


ship was Lewis Relchelderfer, but IT 
came some years later than Mr. May. 
However, he beat May In thn filing of a. 
town plat. This he did In December of 
1353. The plat of May was filed in May 
(mark 
the 
coincidence) 
of 1853. 


Reichelderfer called his town Harlan. 
named after the postmaster general, 
and that of May's tv-as called Mays- 
ville. 


Both plats joined each other, being 


separated only by the section line. The. 
new town, however, forged ahead. All 
the early business was in it and the 
old town, Harlan. lost its identity and 
for years Its name was only preserved 
by reason of the fact that the govern- 
ment had put the name seal of Harlan 
P. 0. on the two towns. 


The Allen county historian In writ- 


Ins: about Maysvillo and Harlan as lat° 
a.« 13SO, said: 
"Both towns are now 


known as Maysville without distinct- 
lion."

Eliot's advice to the man who would 
live to a Kood old age, retaining liis 
faculties to the end in unabated visor. 
Such are the rules by which, as he re- 
cently told me. Dr. Eliot lias found It 
advisable to regulate his own life and 
t" which ho ascribes the fact that, In 
his spveiity-elRhth year, he Is able to 
oxrciitc with ease a greater number 
and a Kreater variety of tasks 
than 


innny men years his junior. 


far it would be a. great mistake to 


imagine Hint since retiring from the 
presidency of Harvard university he 
has taken the opportunity to secure the 
rest to which, one would think, two 
score years of forceful and strenuous 
service as chief executive of Ameri- 
ca's greatest 
educational 
institution 


would entitle and oven compel him. On 
the contrary, the laying nslde of his 
academic duties has meant to him lib- 
erty not to rest, hut to enter with in- 
creased activity into other 
fields 
of 


public service. So far. is he from hav- 
ing "gone into retirement" that it is 
unquestionably true that lie is as busy 
ns ever he was when president of Har- 
vard. 


Here is a partial list of the organi- 


zations for public progress and welfare 
with which Dr. Eliot is today associ- 
ated and for the promotion of which 
he is zealously laboring by word of 
mouth and ^vord of pen: 


The National Civil Service Reform 


league, of which he is president; the 
National Conservation association, of 
which he is honorary president, hav- 
ing resigned the office of president in 
favor of Mr. Gifford Pinchot when the 
latter was so

. reaching importance as the campaign 


for better government of 
American 


municipalities, the tariff reform move- 
ment, the movement for reforms in the 
American educational system, and the 
development of sundry great 
public 


charities, notably the district nursing 
movement. 
Besides which he still 


keeps up an active interest in the af- 
fairs of Harvard university. . He has 
rigorously abstained 
from even 
the 


semblance of interference in its admin- 
istration since the clay when he gave 
place to his successor: but as a mem- 
ber of the board of overseers he is tn 
=lose touch with the progress of events 
and finds many ways of making him- 
self helpful to the institution to whose 
upbuilding: while president he labored 
lo long and so successfully. 
Started His Seventy-Eighth Year With 


a Bicyole Ride. 


And all these activties, bear in mind, 


are the work of a man not in his prime, 
but rapidly approaching the age of 
eighty. In truth, though, to.-look at 
him no one would think of calling- Dr. 
Eliot "old." 


He betrays-not the slightest touch of 


Physical infirmity. His step retains the 
elasticity of youth, his eye is clear, his 
hand steady. Especially does one dis- 
sooiate from him ail idea of old age at 
thd sight, a familiar one in Cambridge, 
of his tall, slender, erect form passing 
leisurely along the street, it may be 
homeward bound, and, in true demo- 
cratic fashion, carrying a parcel from- 
one' of the stores of Harvard square. 
Still more striking and equally familiar 
to those Contabrigians who are early 
risers is the sight of Dr. Eliot taking 
a spin on his bicycle at an hour when 
most of the college boys—at all events 
among 
the 
pampered 
youth of the 


"Gold Coast"—are still in sleepful ig- 
norance that another day has begun. 


It was thus that the writer of these 


lines at 7:30 on the morning of March 
SO—Dr. Eliot's seventy-seventh birth- 
day—met him, accompanied 
by Mr< 


Eliot, enjoying his first bicycle "ride of 
this spring. 
How many men would 


dream of 
beginning their seventy- 


eighth year mounted on bicycle? 


Or how many men of his age would 


dream of doing what,Dr. Eliot has done 
the past two years In his efforts to 
promote the great movements for pub- 
he betterment which he has so much at 
n<?art? Not only has he written many- 
articles and delivered many addresses 
in Xen- York. Boston and other cities 
01 the east, but he has undertaken ex- 
tensive trips to the west, to the south 
nnd to Canada, involving thousands of 
miles of travel, frequently at night, and 
the, 
exhausting strain of daily recep- 


tions, banquets and speechmakinp—all 
in order t<y win 
supporters for" 


beneficent causes he champions. 
the

Comm»nts on His Rules to Att»i 


tongsvity in Health. 


Surely If 3ny one 1$ in possession of 


die secret of perpetual youth it is this 
K«rmsr president of Harvard 
And 


""•oly it is n-ortli while for 9ny man 
firsirons of keeping his health and re- 
maining young as lonsr as possible to 
pay lieotl to what Dr. Eliot has to say 
on this subject. 


The principal inrrertients in his pre- 


ecrlpti-n for longevity have already 


been summarized. 
To this summary 


may well be added a little 'explanatory 
comment as given to me by Dr. Eliot 
himself. 


"1 am not one of those," said he. 


"who believe that it is necessary to 
abstain wholly from the use of alcohol, 
tobacco, tea. coffee or other stimulants. 
On the contrary. I feel that there 'ure 
times when a stimulant, used In mod- 
eration. Is beneficial. 
What I am op- 


posed to is the habitual use of stim- 


! ulants. even in moderation. The man. 


for Instance, who is accustomed to take 
every day so much as a single glass of 
whisky is doins himself more harm 
than he realizes*. .. 


"Recent psychological research, as 


conducted in this country and in Ger- 
many, has made it certain that the ef- 
fect of alcohol when habitually used, 
nven In the smallest quantity. Is to di- 
minish one's efficiency and to render 
the body more susceptible to the In- 
roads of disease. [ am convinced that 
a similar result follows the habitual 
use of tobacco, tea, coffee, etc. 


"Moreover, there is another 
great 


reason why the constant use of stimu- 
lants is harmful. 
Unless Impelled by 


necessity, men are not apt to overstrain 
themselves In the performance of their 
daily work if they leave 
stimulants 


alone. In all men—although, to be sure, 
the danger point varies with the Indi- 
vidual—there is a limit beyond which 
they cannot go without putting a seri- 
ous strain on their nervous 
system. 


Normally when this limit has been 
reached nature hoists a distress signal 
In the way of 
fatigue. 
Stimulants, 


hotvever, have the effect of masking 
this distress signal from the worker, so 
that without realizing.it he goes be- 
yond the danger point. He may do this 
safely at 
intervals; he cannot do It 


safely as a regular thing. Yet this is' 
what he does If a habitual user of stim- 
ulants. 


"As to exercise, precisely the opposite 


course should be followed. Stimulants, 
if, used at all, should be used only on 
exceptional occasions. Exercise should 
be taken regularly, though always In 
moderation. 
One of the chief objec- 


tions I have to the competitive games 
so popular nowadays—football, hockey 
and the like—is that they tend to over- 
'exercise the player, taxing his nervous 
system fully as much as, if not more 
than, overwork would tax it. 
Over- 


exercise Is, indeed, overwork. Accord- 
ingly I have always been more in fa- 
vor of games and recreations of an in- 
dividualistic character—forms of exer- 
cise that one. can relinquish the mo- 
ment the distress signal of fatigue ap- 
pears. 
Individualistic Exercise Best Adapted 


to Men of All Ag«». . 


."Pre-erriinent among such forms of 


exercise I place walking, driving, horse- 
back riding, rowing, sailing, 
bicycle 


riding and (Playing golf. All of these 
can be made competitive, but they are 
in their nature individualistic. 
As I 


said In the letter to Mr. Conkllng, re- 
cently published in the "World, I am 
still good for walking," driving, horse- 
back riding, rowing and sailing in mod- 
eration,and still enjoy them, especially 
sailing and horseback riding. I did not 
begin to ride a bicycle until I was 
sixty-five. 
I have never learned to 


play golf and sometimes regret not 
having done' so, -for, " Dr. Eliot added 
with a quizzical smile, "I am told that 
it is a great game for old men." 


"And," he was asked, "how about ex- 


ercising the mind?" 


"That i consider fully as Important 


as exercising the body. No man can 
hope to retain his mental any more 
than his physical faculties In full vigor 
unless he exercises them. Too many 
people let others do their thinking for 
them or else think in a. narrow rut, 
which gets narrower as 
they 
grow 


older. 
The result is mental atrophy 


similar to the atrophy that develops in 
unused muscles. 
Good, clear, earne'st 


thinking has never hurt anybody, but 
is of the highest benefit to the individ- 
ual as well'as'to the community. 


"I also feel strongly with regard'to 


the mater of sleep. My own allowance 
is eight hours, a.nd I am inclined to 
think that a man can not get along on 
much less and do his best work. Some 
people require ten hours. One often 
hears, on the other hand, of men who 
boast that they can do with four or 
five hours of sleep, and feel no ill ef- 
fects. 
My observation is that such 


men sleep more in the day-time than 
_they realize, and that they often go to 
sleep at most inopportune moments. 


"Take, for instance, a former col- 


league of mine at Harvard university. 
Time and again he would fall asleep 
during faculty meetings, even while an 
animated discussion was in progress. 
I have also seen him .go sound asleep 
at a dinner party, to the dismay of the 
hostess at whose right he was seated. 


"One of. my predecessors as presi- 


dent of Harvard was another 'five-hour 
man.' and made a practice of retiring 
at an unreasonably early one. On one 
occasion he attended a lecture on an 
unusually interesting subject, delivered 
by Judge Story in the Harvard la.. 
school. 
Judge Story had not been 


speaking more than fifteen minutes, 
when he noticed that his students 
were greatly amused at 
something-. 


Looking behind him on the platform 
he saw that the president was asleep. 
But 
this did nnt disturb him in the 


slightest. 'Gentlemen.' said he. turn- 
ing again to his students, 'you see »...- 
fore you an example of the deplorable 
consequences of early risinsr.' and he 
calmly proceeded -with his lecture. 


"Mr firm belief, then, is that the man 


who as r. general thin.tr. sleeps less 
than seven or eight hour? out of the 
twenty-four, will find nature compell- 
ing him at. intervals \n make up for 
the. lost hr>nrs." 
The Cheerful "Man 
Liable to Live 


Longer and Retain Youth. 


"Do you consider." the riurstinn was 


put to Dr. Eliot, "that the state of 


man's mind has much Imlucnce in re- 
tarding or hastening the advance of 
age?" 


"Of course, other things being equal, 


the man who is habitually cheerful and 


fretful, worrying man. 
But this 1 feel 


Is largely a matter of temperament. 
Some men senmihgly cannot avoid 
worrying. Xo doubt a good deal can 
be done by training, and there are 
many ways by which u man may be 


good conscience will go far 
towards 


giving him length of dnys. 


"I might add that a most powerful 


aid to right livins is systematic church 
going;. My advice to every man is to 
joiu some ch\irch and attend its nerv- 
Iccs regularly. He should do this even 
though he may feel that the religious 
motive is not very strong in him. The 
influence of thn church service is in- 
variably in turn his mind to 
lofty 


things, and to keep 
him acquainted 


.with the noblest ideals of life. This of 
itself is of great value, especially if 
his business be such that his 
mind 


would otherwise be occupied 
wholly 


with material considerations. 


"Besides which, 
the 
spiritual en- 


ergy which he will absorb from the 
church service, albeit perhaps uncon- 
sciously, 
cannot 
but 
in 
the 
end 


strengthen his v/fll power, and .hearten 
him in withstanding the temptations 
which, if yielded to, must shorten his 
life, to say nothing of benumbing his 
faculties and thereby diminishing his 
usefulness 
to himself, 
to those da- 


pendent on him, and to society. Thus, 
apart altogether from the question of 
religious conviction 
there 
is ample 


reason why men should go to church." 


In Dr. Eliot's own case the prin- 


ciples here' set forth have been put 
into practice with results, as was said, 
that are extraordinary from both the 
physical and the mental point of view. 
Mention has been made of his cus- 
tom, when weather permits, of taking 
an- early morning ride on his bicycle. 
After his return from this outing, in- 
tended to freshen him for his day's 
work, he breakfasts and is at his 
desk by 9 o'clock. 
He 
is 
engaged 


there uninterruptedly until 1 o'clock, 
dictating 
to his 
secretary. 
Afte;- 


luncheon he works until S, when h& 
goes for a walk. 
His evenings are

Iml.. to join the other companies of the 
First Indiana regiment, which was or- 
ganized for an ' enlistment of one year. 


It was on the morning of the Ifith nf 


June. 1846, that they mnrched to "the 
lower dock," as it was called, five, miles 
east of Fort Wayne, and there taking 
canal boats to Cincinnati, from whence 
they sailed by steamer to New Albany. 
On the 2nd oE July following they em- 
barked for New Orleans and from thai 
city by ocean for the seat of war. Thej 
regiment took an active part in the 
struggle in Mexico, being in the com- 
mand of General Taylor. 


In July, 1847,.they returned home, the 


term of enlistment having expired. The 
return trip was also made by steamer 
took the canal boats and after reaching 
Fort Wayne were greeted by an im-

THE WAVES OF THE AIR. 


W 


E hear much from the airmen jit "air waves," 
but tbe subject is of interest aside from avia- 
tion. As a matter of fact, we have our beta* 


submerged in "waves" .to which the greatest waves 
of the oceau are mere ripples in point of size. 


When a current of air blows across a water sur- 


face water waves are'produced, and when a current 
of air blows across a surface of quiet air, or air hav- 
ing a different motion from tbe first' current, then 
air waves will be produced. 


These atmospheric waves have all of tbe phe- 


nomena of water waves-troughs, crests, foaming 
breaking and spraying—but since.tbe qualities of air 
and water are so different, tbe air waves bare di- 
mensions over twonty-five hundred times those of 
the corresponding water waves. 


Thus, the greatest oceau wares of. perfiaps, twen- 


ty-five feet, would have atmospheric counterparts es- 
tending" upward a distance of ten or twelve miles 
above tbo cart-h's surface. The passage of these fange 
nir waves would be felt by as. since they wonM 
cause .1 stirring up of tbe sir at the wrto's surface 
somewhat similar to that produced by the passage 
of water waves over sho.ii p],ic<?s. 


The undulating movement of such air wares 


would account in part for' fhe intermittent gnste of 
wind thai we notice so frequently in storms. 


The presence of these waves is also indicated by 


the existence, of rwtain kinds of'mralarly formed 
floitf groups, in which wch ctond mark* the crest 
of an aJr wave.

Farmers, fruit-growers and others 


who contemplate setting out trees or 
shrubs this spring, in the Infested 
areas, are warned of the danger or 
injury from these Cicadas. If trees or 
shrubs must be set put out either very 
small trees and cut back severely, so as 
not to offer attractions to the insects, 
or set large trees with many branches 
and cut back Bo more than absolutely 
necessary until after July 1st. so as to 
offer the insects a chance to oviposit 
In wood that can be spared. Burn all 
the cut infested wood. 


In established young orchards or 


other plantations, do not prune more 
than necessary, so as to distribute any 
injury that may be caused. • On large 
trees no appreciable. Injury will be 
noted, but there may be a serious 
cutting of the crope borne on -small 
shoots and branches. 
There Is no 


way of'poisoning the Insects tor they 
do 'practically no feeding, and It is 
not In the least dangerous to handle 
them.'. All insectivorous tilrds 
feed 


freely on there Cicadas, and so tin** 
the ordinary farm poultry of all kinds. 
Sparrows'1take a malicious delight In 
.tearing' 'them to pieces, and little 
damage need be expected where these 
birds occur in large numbers.

In the matter of seed buying the 1 In some instances one or more kinds 


Jest protection to the purchaser- Is Iof w««d seed are very abundant in 
Jelieved to be self-protection based on 
the ability to judge the quality of the 
seed offered. 
This belief is supported 


by the fact that it is both possible and 
practicable for buyers or consumers of 
seeds to determine very accurately 
their quality. 


The impurities carried 
by farm 


seeds have an important bearing on 
the real quality of the seed. Their 
juantity may be sufficient to unduly 
increase the cost of the good seed 
and 'their character may be that of In- 
jurious weeds. 


Very few samples of forage-crop 


seeds are found 
wholly free from 


weed seeds. The methods of culture 
and of harvesting In vogue operate 
against a pure seed crop. The pro- 
portion of the weed seeds appearing 
Incidentally In the marketed seed Is 
dependent on the number and char- 
acter of the weeds in the seed-pro- 
ducing crop and the extent to which 
the seed has been cleaned before be- 
ing marketed. 


Weed seeds occurring in farm seed 


are of Interest to the buyer of seed 
in respect to their total quality and 
In respect to their kinds. In many 
instances low-grade seed contains so 
much weed seed that the quantity of 
the crop seed is thereby greatly re- 
duced in a. given weight of seed. 
Of 


the kinds of weed seeds 300 to 400 are 
known to occur In tho various kinds 
of the common crop seeds. Occasion- 
ally from 75 to 100 kinds of weed 
seeds are to be found in a single 
sample of red clover or alfalfa seed 
not exceeding a few ounces in weight. 


the sample. As a rule, however, most 
of the kinds are represented by only 
a few seeds. 


The important question in regard to 


the kinds of weed seed found in crop 
seed is whether the plants they pro- 
duce are injurious or relatively unim- 
portant. Some of the weed seeds 
commonly found 
in seed produce 


plants which are very detrimental to 
the crop or to the land. 
Everyone 


making tests of seed should becomo 
familiar with the seeds of injurious 
weeds. Most 
of 
the 
weed 
seeds 


found In making tests are seeds ot 
comparatively harmless plants, and 
their recognition as to kind becomes 
more a matter of Interest than one 
of practical importance. 


The seed of certain farm crops Is 


often mixed with seed of especially 
noxious weeds, necessitating 
labor 


and expense in preventing permanent 
Injury to the farm. 
Seed may have a 


low germinating power due to age or 
to unfavorable conditions of develop- 
ment or of harvesting". 
Seed of 


clovers and of alfalfa found on the 
market sometimes comes from foreign 
regions possessing a less rigorous 
climate than that under which the 
seed would be grown in this country. 
For this reason such seed is undesir- 
able. These results of tests made In 
,the laboratory are fully corroborated 
by the experiences of farmers engaged 
in growing crops. 


Seed testing on the farm Involves 


little expense, and considering the 
little effort and time required, is more 
than justified by the practical inform- 
ation gained hy it. 


One of the first steps in testing 


seeds of th« forage crops is to deter- 
mine If tho sample is true to name, 
and it Is necessary that these klndu 
of seeds be recognized with certainty. 
While most farmers, as a rule, cun 
recognize reel clover seed, for example, 
when^they see It in hulk. It is not so 
certain that they would nvngnizp in- 
dividual seeds of red clover under nil 
conditions, as one must in making 
tests of this seed. Again, alfalfa seed 
in bulk is recognized by most farmers, 
because they contrast In with red, 
alslke, and white clover seed with 
which they are familiar as these seeds 
appear In bulk. 
It Is a question, 


however, if the average farmer would 
detect yellow trefoil soed In bulk or 
sweet clover seed in bulk'were it not 
for the characteristic odor of the lat- 
ter. 
Bur clover seed would be found 


even more deceiving. 


The chances for deception are e\-en 


greater with grass seeds than with 
clover seeds, because of tho striding 
similarity between the seeds of differ- 
ent kinds when seen in bulk. This 
similarity and the fact that mero 
casual examination is usually given 
seed by purchasers making adultera- 
tion, substitution, and misbranding 
possible. 


The remedy Has in familiarity, with 


tho distinguishing characters of in- 
dividual seeds. By a careful study of 
the different seeds one should be able 
to distinguish the weed seed without 
much difficulty.

brings a story of that 
wilderness that reads 


ALGOT LANGE. 
like a chronicle of the 


early explorers. 
He passed through dangers 


such as few have endured and lived to tell of 
and knew the trials that test body and soul to 
the last notch. 


Mr'. Lange was photographer, of the Patho- 


logical Institute, Ward's Island, New York, 
when he accepted an offer to accompany Dr. 
Willard Morrison on an expedition to the forest 
regions In Peru, at the headwaters of the Am- 
azon. The object was to investigate the rubber 
country, to explore and to obtain pictures of 
the section, the people and the game. 


After doing his work he found himself so far 


in the interior that he resolved to press forward 
on his own account into the virgin jungle be- 
yond. 
He accomplished his journey with the 


utmost difficulty and came out a wreck of him- 
self. He is not yet nursed back to health, and 
he declares that no consideration in the gift of 
man could drag him back to that land of terror. 


' The first half of his story is given here. 


I 


T was the" unknown that lured me, the vast, mys- 
terious jungle of the Amazon country, never before 
penetrated by a white man, and holding in Its 
heart none might say what strange secrets, what 
rich material for the naturalist, what undiscovered 


wonders and riches. 


I was then living at Ploresta, a rubber estate owned 


by Colonel da Silva, on the upper Iteeoahy River, an 
affluent of the Javary. Far enough Into tlie wilds, 
2,450 miles from the mouth of. the Amazon, this 
might,have appeared to the most adventurous, and 
Indeed I have since come to that view myself. The few 
white, men in the region. Including my hp'st, tried to 
dissuade mo from attempting to go further into the 
interior. 


I was warned repeatedly that I would never come 


through.alive. 1 can see now how well based were 
these remonstrances, but at the time I regarded them 
lightly. Shortly before my start I received a communi- 
cation from J. H. A. Heche, manager of the Peruvian- 
Ama/.on Company in Manaos, in part as follows:— 


"Referring to our conversation of yesterday, I 


should like once again to impress on you the perilous 
nature of the voyage which you contemplate. * * • 
You will find yourself absolutely at the mercy of sav- 
ages and cannibal Indians. * * * Finally I hope 
before disregarding this advice, which 1 offer in a 
perfectly friendly spirit, you will carefully consider 
the consequences which such a journey might produce, 
and, frankly speaking, I consider that your chance of 
bringing your project, to a successful termination is 
nil."

A similar tone was taken by all, .who knfw of my-in- 


tentions. But my purpose was too 'firmly' fixed: It 
was early iu June, 1910, and the time had £ome for 
the annual expedition of the native rubber workers to 
locate new caoutchouc trees. The chief of the caou- 
cheros, as the rubber hunters are called, heard of my 
determination and gave me an opportunity of accom- 
panying him. This was too rare a chance to be put 
aside and I made my preparations accordingly. 


On' Monday morning the party assembled at the 


home of .Colonel da Sllva. There were six natives, 
including the chief, and all of us chose necessary sup- 
plies from the store room. Our staple articles of food 
were to be the dried flesh of the pirarucu, a large fish 
cf the Amazon, aud farina, whicb'bas just about the 
consistency and Savor of dried sawdust. In addition 
we took sugar and coffee and several bottles of "pain- 
killer." of sufficient strength. Our hammocks, cook- 
ing utensils and ammunition completed the packs. 1 
took with'mc a heavy camera, plates, chemicals, scales 
and weights, a: magnify ing glass and a rudimentary 
•ureical outfit ot bistonrie, forceps and hypodermic, 
with drugs" and bandages. The natives were armed 
with Winchesters of ancient vintage or still more an- 
cient muzzle loaatrs and machetes, while I carried a 
Omm. automatic pistol. 


When we stood, up to travel each man carried a 


pack weighing' eighty-five pounds strapped to his 
shoulders, with bia rille in his left hand and a machete

Progress More Difficult.
